Ston, a+ ali Nayons abut eiche; admired, of 
envied? notwithtianding tome milcarrieges in 
Government, which migat eſcape ; rather 
through 11 counfell of tome men daving on 
their privaze etids, or the fecviihacileof uihers 
envying che publique ſhouſti be managed wich» 
out them, or the hiddea and inſuperablenecef. 
fities of State, then any prop:nfity, I hope, of 
my (elf either to injuriouſnefe or oppre{{;on, 

Waoſe innocent bloud during My Reign 
have I ſhed , toſatisfic My lu't , anger or co- 
vetouſnefle ? what Widows or Orphans tears 
can wicneſle againſt me ; the juſt cry of which 
muſt now be avenged with My own bloud ? 
For the hazards of Wararecquail , nor doih 
the Cannon know any reſp:ct of Perfons. 

In vain is My Pe:ſon excepted by a Paren- 
thefis of words, whenſo many hands are ar- 
med againſt Me with Swords,

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God khows how much I have Rludied to ſee 
what Ground of Tuſtice is alledged for this 
War againft Me ; that ſo I might (by giving 
juſt fatisfaQion ) either preyent, or ſoon end 
ſo unnaturall a motion ; which (to many men) 
feerns rather the produ@tions of a ſurfeir of 
peace, and wantounſle of mindes, or of p: ivate 
diſcontents, Ambition and Fa& ion (which ez- 
fly finde, or make cauſes of quarrell) then any 
xeall obſtrudtionsof publik IuRtice, or Parlia- 
mentary Priviledge. | 

But this is pretended, and this I muſt be able 
to avoid and anſwer before God in My own 
Conſcience, however ſome men are not wil- 
lingto belceye Me, leſt they ſhould condemn 
themſelves. 

When I firſt withdrew from ” hite-ha/l, to 
fre if I could allay the infolency of the Tu- 
mults, (the not ſuppreſſing of which, no ac« 
count in Reaſon can be given, (where an or 
derly Guard was granted) bur only to oppreſfſe 
both Mine and the Two Houſes freedom of de- 
claring and yoting according to every mans 
Conſcience) whatobſruRions of Iuſtics were 
there further thenthis, that what ſeemed juſt to 
one man, might nor ſeem ſo to another ? 

Whom did I by power proteR againſi the 
Inſtice of Parliamem ? 

That fome mer withdrew , who feared the 
partialicy oftheirtryall, (warned by My _— 

O 
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of Straffords death) while the vulgarthreathed 
co be their Opprefiors, and Judgers of their 
Iudges, wasfrom that inftiaft, which is in all 
creatures to preſerye themſclves. If any others 
refuſed to appear, where they evidently ſaw 
the current of Iuſftice and Freedom fo ſtopped 
and troubled by the Rabble, thattheir lawtull 
Judges eicher durſt not come to the Houſes, or 
not declare their ſenſe with liberty and ſafety ; 

it cannot ſeem ſtrange to any reatonable man 
when the ſole expoſing them to publick oder: 
was enough to ruine them, before cheir Cauſe 
conld be heard or tryed. 

Had not faſtious Tumults overborn the- 
Freedom and Honour of thetwo Houſes ; had 
they aſſerted cheir Iuftice agaialt them , and 
made the way open for all the Members quict=- 
ly co come and declare their Conſcicnces: 1 
know no man ſo dearco Me, whom I had the 
leaſt inclination to adyiſecicher to withdraw 
himſelf, or deny appearing upon their Sum- 
mons , to whoſe Sentence according to Law- 
( 1 chink)every SubjeRt bound to ſtand, 

Diftempers (indeed) were xiſcn to ſo great 
a heigrth, for want of cimely repreſſing the yul-- 
gar infolencies ; that the greateſt guik of thoſe 
which were Voted and demanded as Delin- 
quents was this, That they would not ſuffer 
themſelves to be over-aw'd with che Tumules,. 
and their Patrons ;- ror. compelled co aber | 


/ | 
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by their ſuffrages , or preſence ; the defignesof 
thoſe menwho agitated inmovations,andruine, 
both in Church and State: '' | 

In this point I could-nor but approve their 
generous conſtancy and cantiouſneſle ; further 
then this I did never allowany mans refrato= 
rineſſe againft the Priviledges and Orders of 
the Houſes; to whom I wiſhed nothing more, 
then Safety, Fulnefſe, and Freedom, 

But the truth is, ſome men, and thoſe not 
many, deſpairing in fair and Parliamentary 
wayes by free deliberations, and Votes, to gain 
the concurrenceof the Major partof Loids and 
Commons, betook themſelves (by the deſperate 
aQtivity of faRtious Tumults) to fiftand terr1- 
fie away all thoſe Members whom they ſaw to 
be of contrary minds to theirpurpoſes. 

How oft was the buſinefleof the Biſhops 
enjoying their Ancient places, and undoubred 
Priviledges in the Houſe of Peers , carried for 
them by farthe Major pa't of Lords, Yet af- 
exr ft; <repulſes, contrary coall Order and Cu- 
ſome, 1. was by tumuliuary infligations ob- 
truded 2ga1n, 20d by a few carried, when moſt 
ofthe Peers were forced to abſent themſelves. 

In like maner, was the Billagaioft Rootand 
Branch, brought on by tumultuary Clamours, 
and ſchiſmaticall Terrours, which could never | 
paſſe, till both Honſes yere ſufficiently chinned 
akd oyer-awed, 
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To which Partialicy , while in all Reaſon, 
Iuſtice and Religion , My conſcience forbids 
Me by conſenting to make up their Votes to 
AQs of Parliament; I muſt now be urged w; þ 
an Army , and conſtrained either to hazza'@ 
My own , and My Kingdoms ruine, by my 
Defence ; or poſtrate My Conlſc.ence co the 
blind obedienceof choſe men, whole zealous 
ſuperſtition thinks , orprecends , they cannor 
do God and the Church a greater ſervice, than 
utrerly rodeſtroy that Primitive, Apoſtolicall, 
and anciently Vniverſall Government of the 
Church by Biſhops. | 

Which if other mens judgements bindthem 
to maintain, or forbids them to conſent tothe 
aboliſhing of it; Mine Wach more ; who, be- 
ſides the grounds I have in My judgement, 
have allo a moſt firicke and indiſpenſable 
Oath upon My Conſcience, to preſerve thar 
' O der, and the Rizhts of the Chnrch ; to 
which , moſt Sacrilegious and abho:red Per- 
jury, moſt ua-beſceming a Chriflian King, 
ſhould Iever by giving My Content be betray- 
ed, I ſhould account it inftuitely greater miſe- 
ry, thenany hath , orcan, befall Me in as: 
much as the leaft. finne hath moreevil) in ic 
ther the greateit aTiitione. Had I gratificd 
their Anti-epiſcopall FaQtion at firſt in this 
point, with. My conſent ,, and ſacrificed! we: 
Ecclefiaſticall Goyernm: nt, and Revenepengy: 

| n 
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che fury of their covetuouſnefſe, ambiciov,and 
revenge, I believe they would then have found 
no colourable neceffity of raifing an Army to 
fetch in, and puniſh Delinquents. 

That I conſetted to the Billof putting the Bi- 
ſhops out of the Houſe of Peers, was done with 
a firmperfwaſion of their contettednes to ſuf- 
ferapreſent diminution in their Rights, and 
Honour, forMy ſake, and the Common-weals, 
which I was confident they would readily 
yecldunto , rather then occaſion (by the leaſt 
obfiruRtion ontheir part) any dangersto Me, 
orto My Kingdom. That I cannot adde My 
conſent for the totall extirpation of that Go» 
wernment ( which I haye often offered to all 
fic regulations) hath fo much further tie upon 
My Conſcience, as whatIchink Religious and 
Apoftolicall; and fo very Sacred and Divine, 
1s notto bedifpenſed with, or deftreyed, when 
what isonely of civil] Favor, and priviledge of 
Honour granted to men of that Order , may 
with their conſeiit, whoare concerned in it, be 
annulled. 

This is rhe true ſtare of thoſe obRrutions 
pretended to be tn point of Inftice and Autho. 
ricy of Patliamenc; when I call od to wire 
nefle, I knew none of ſuch conſequence 25 was 
worth,ſpeaking of a War , being onely ſuch 
as Iuftice, Reajon , ad Religion had madein 
My owa and other mens Conlciences, 
TR Aﬀcer= 
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Afterwards indeed a great ſhew of Delin- 
quents was made ; which were but conſequen=» 
ces neceſſatily following upon Mine, or others 
wichdrawing from, or defence againſt yio- 
lence : bu: thoſe could not be the farſt occaſi» 
on of ray(ing an Army againſt Me, Wherein I 
was ſo far from preventing them, ( as they 
have declared ofren, that they might ſeeme t@ 
haye the advant:ge and juſtice of che'defen- 
five part, and load Mz with all the envy and 
injuries of firſt aſſaulcing them ) that God 
knows, I had not ſo much as any hopes of an 
Army in My thoughts. Had the Tumults 
been Honourably and EffeRuaily repreſied by 
ex:mplary Tuſtice, and the liberty of the Hou» 
ſes fo vindicated, that all M: mers of either 
Houſe might with Honour and Freedome, 
becommirg ſuch a Senate, bave come andgiſ- 
charged thtir Cenſciences, I hid obcained all 
that I deſigned by My withdrawing; and had 
much more willingiy, and fpeedily retvtned 
then [ retired; this being My neceffity driving, 
the other My choiſe def: ring. 

But ſome men knew, I was liketo bring the 
ſame judgement and conftancy, which 1 car= 
ryed with Me, which would vever fic their de- 
fgnes: and ſo while they invited Me to come, 
and greevoully complained of My abſence, yer 
they could not but be pleaſed with it: eſpecial» 
ly when they had found out that plauſible 

| : | : and 
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ahd popular pretext of raiſing an Army to 
fetch in Delinquents : when all chat whilethey 
never puniſhed the greateſt and moſt intolera- 
ble Delinquency of the Tyumults, and their Ex- 
Citers, which drave My ſelfe, and fo many of 
both Houſes from their places, by mot bar- 
barous indignities, whichoyet in all Reaſon and 
Honour, they were as loath to have deſerted, 
as thoſc others were willing they ſhould, that 
ſothey might have occaſion to perſecute them 
with the Injuries of an Army, for not ſuffering 
more tamely the Injuries of the Tumults. 

T hac thisis the true Rate, and firſt drift and 
defigne in raifingan Army again Me, is by 
the ſequell fo evident, that all other pretences 
vaniſh, For when they declared by Propofiti- 
ons or Treaties, what they would have to ap - 

eaſe them ; there was nothing of conſcquence 
offered ro Me, or demanded of Me, as any 
originall difference in any point of Law, or 
order of Iuſtice, But among other lefler In. 
novations, this Caiefly was urged, The Abolisi- 
on of Epiſcopall, and the FRabliſbmene' of 
Presbyrer:an Governrnent.. 

All other things at any time propounded 
were either impertinent as toany ground of a 
W ar, ot eafily granted by Me, aid onely to 
make up a number, orelſe they were mecrly 
conſequential}, or accefſary, after the War 
was by them.unjuftly began. - 
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Icanfot hinder other mens thoughts, whom 
the noiſe and ſhew of piety, and heat, for Re- 
formation aud Religign , might eafily fo fill 
wich prejudice,thatall equality and clearneſſe 
of judgement might be obfructed. Bur this 
was, and is, as to My belt obſeryation, thetrue 
Nate of affairs betweene us, when they firſt 
raiſed an Army, with this defigne. either to 
flop My mouth, or to force My conſent : and 
dd . . 
in chiscruth, as to My conſcience, ( who was 
( God knowes ) as far from meditating a War, 
as I waSinthe.cye of the world from having 
any Preparation for one) I find thatcomfort, 
that in the midſt of all the unfortunate ſuc- 
ceſſes of this War, on My fide, I doe not think 
My Innocency any whit prejudiced of dark- 
ned; Noram I without that Integrity, and 
Peace before God, as with humble confidence 
to addrefle My Prayer to Him.

Such knots and croſneſte. of graine be-. 
ing obje&ed here, as Will hardly ſuffcr that: 
Forme which they cry up, as the only juſt re- 
formation, ard ſfetling of Government and: 
Diſcipline in Churches, to goe on ſo ſmoothly 
here,as it might docin Scorlaud;. and was by 
them imagined would have done in England, . 
when fo many ofthe Eng/i/> Clergy, through 
levity , or diſcontent, it no worſe paſſion, 
ſuddenly quitted their former engagements- 
to Epiſcopacy, and faced abour to their Preſ-- 
bytery. | 

"i IE but ſeem either paſſion, or ſome. 
ſelte-ſecking, more then true Zeale, and pious - 
Diſcretion , for any forraigne State, or 
Church, to preſcribe ſuch medicines onely for- 
others, which themſelves have uſed , rather 
ſacceſſefully then commendgably ; not confi- 
dering that the ſame Phyfick on diffcrent con- - 
kitytions, will have different operations; Thar : 
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may kill, one which doth but cure ano- 
ther. 

Nor do I knowany ſuch tough and malig- 
nant humors in the conſticution of the En- 
gliſþChurch,which gentler Aplicarions then 
choſe of an Army,migat not eaſily have re- 
moved: Nor is it ſo proper to hew our reli- 
gious Reformations by the Sword, as to 
poliſh them by faire and equall diſputations 
among thoſe that are moſt concerned in 
the diff:rences, whom not Force, but Rea. 
for ought to convince, 

Burt their defigne now, ſeerned rather to 
cut off all diſputation here, then to procure 
a fair and equall one : For, it was conclu- 
dell there, that the Engliſh Clergy muſt con- 
formeto the Scots pattern, before ever they 
could be heard. what they could ſay for 
themſelves, or againſt the others way. 
Icould have wiſhed fairer proceedings both 
for their credits, who urge things with ſuch 
violence ; and for other. mens conſciences 
too, who can receive little fatisfation in 
theſe points which are maintained rather by 
Souldiers fighting in the Field, then Schul- 
lars diſputing in free and learned Synods. 

Surely in macters of Religion,thoſle truths 
gain moit on mens judgements and conſci- 
ences, which are leaſt urged with ſecular vi- 
olene?, which weakens Truth wich preju- 


dices ;.

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dices; and iz unreaſonable to be uſed, till 
ſach meanes of rationall convigtion hath 
been applied, asleaving no excuſe for igno- 
rance,condemns mens obftinacy to deſerved 
penalcies- 

Which no charity will eaſily ſuſpe& of fo 
many learned and pious Churchmen inEnge- 
lard; who being alwayes bred up, and con» 
fo:mable to the Government of Epiſcopacy 
cannot ſo ſoon renounce both their former 
opinion and  prattiſe, onely becauſe that 
Party of the Scars will needs,by force affift a 
like party here, either to dive all Minifters 
as Sheep inco-the common fold of Presby- 
tery, or diſtcoy them; at leaſt flzece rhem,by 
depriving them of che henefit of their fl>cks. 
If the Scotch tole Presbitery were proved to- 
be the onely inſtitution of- Jeſus Chit, for 
all Churches Governments ; yet I beleeve it 
wod'd be hard to prove that Chriſt had gi- 
ven thoſe Scots,or any other of my SubjeRs- 
Commiſion by the Sword to ſet icupin: 
any of my Kingdoms without my Conſent. 

Whar retpet and obedience Chrift and 
his Apoſtles pay'd to the chief Governours- 
of States, where- they lived is yery clear in 
the Goſpel ; but that he, or they ever com- 
manded to fet ſach a purity of Presbiters , 
and in ſuch a way as thoſe Scots endeayour; 
Lthink-is not very difputable. 

"a" 1 F4 If; 
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If Presbytery in ſuch a fupremacy beean 
inſtitution of Chriſt ; ſure it differs from all 
others ; and is the firſt and onely point of 
Chriſtianity , that was to be planted and wa- 
tered with ſo much Chriſtian blood ; whote 
effaſions runs in aſtream ſo contrary to thatof 
the Primitive planters , both of Chiiſt ianity 
and Epiſcopacy, which was with patient ſhed- 
ding of their own blood, not violent drawing 
other mens ; fure there is roo much of Man jn 
it, to have much of Chriſt, none of whoſe 
inſticutions were carried on, or begunne with 
the temprations of Covetouſnefſe or Ambi- 
tion ; of both which this is vehemently ſuſ- 
pefted. | 

Yet was there never any thing upon the

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bytery feeks .to ſupprefſe , and render. odi-- 
ous under thoſe names ; when wiſe and lear- 
ned men think , that nothing hath more marks 
of Schifme, and Sefariſme , then this Presby- 
rerian way , bothas tothe Ancient, and ſtill 
moſt Univerſall way of che Church-govern= 
ment, and ſpecially as to the particular LY | 
and Conſtitutions of this Ezg/iſh. Church, 
which are not yet repealed , nor are like to be 
for me, till I ſee more Rationall and Religions . 
motives, then Soukdiers uſe to carry ta their 
Knapſacks.

'Other voilent motion, which are neither 
Manly,Chriſtian, nor Loyall;ſhall never ei- 
ther ſhake or ſettle my Religion ; nor any 
mans elſe, who knows what Religio means: 
And how far it is removed from all Fa&i- 
on whole proper engine is force ; the arbi- 
erator of b:afts,not of reſonable men,much 
lefle of humble Chriſtians, and Loyall Sub- 
Je&ts,in matters of Religion. 

But mea are prone to have ſuch highcon- 
ceits of chemſelves,that they care not what 
coſt they lay oat up>n theic opinions: eſpe-

fortifi:d with power. 

And yer tuch is the incoſtancy that attends 
all minds engaged in a- violent motion,that 
whom ſome of them one while earnefily in- 
vite to come into their alliance ; others of 
them ſoon afier are weary of, and with 
nauſ-ating caſt them our : what one Party 
thought co-river to-a ſerlednesby the ſtregrh 
and influence of the Scots, rhat the other re-

and fruſtrating the ſacceſle of ſo chargable, 
niore then chacirable aſſiſtance: For,ſure the 
Church of England might have purchaſed at 
a far cheaper rate, the truth and happinefle 
of reform:d Government & Diſcipline(ific 
had beery wanciug)though ir had encertain= 
«£d the beſt Divines of Chriftendom for their - 
_ advice in a full and free-Synod;which I was - 
ever willing to,and deftrous of,that matters - 
being impartially ſetled, might be more a= 
tisfatory-to all, and more durable... _ 

But: much of Gods juſtice; and mans: folly - 
will at length be diſcovered,throughall the: 

filrens 
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filmesand pretenfions of Religion, iv\which 
Politicians wrap up therr defignes ; - In vaine 
do-men hope to build their piery on the ruines 
of Loyalty. Nor can thoſe conſiderations or 
deſigns be durable, when SubjeRts make bank- 
rape of their Allegiance, under pretence of 
{crcing upaquicker trade for Religion, 

But, as My beſt SubjeRs of Scotland never 
deſerted Me, ſo 1 cannot think that the moſt 
are goneſo far from mezina prodigality of their 
love and reſpeAs toward me , as to make mee 
ro-deſpaire of their return ; when beſides the 
bonds of Natare and Conſcience, which they 
have to mee, all Reaſon and true Policy will

Where many engines of religious and fair: 
precenſions are brought chiefly ro batter,or 
raſe Epiſcopacy. This they make the grand: 
evill Spirit, which, with ſome other Iimps 

arpoſely added, ro make itrmore odious, 
and terrible to theValgar,muſt byſo ſolemn 
a charme and exorciſme be caſt out of this 
Churc1, after more than a thouſand yeeres 

off: fi >n here, from the firft plantation of 
Chriſtianity. in this I{lznd, and an univerſall . 
preſcription of tine and pratige in all other 
Churches fince the Apoltles times ill this.

of the Church; and ſuch.a manner of carry- 
ing them on to new wayes,by Oaths & Co- 
venits, where it is hard for men to be enga= 
ce byno lefſe,then ſwearing for,or againſt 
thoſe things, which are of no cleare morall 
neceſlity;bac verydiſputable,and controver- 
ted among learned and godly men : wherto. 
the application ofOathscan haidly be made 
and enjoyned with that judgment&certain- 
ty in ones ſelf, or that charity and candour 
to others of different opinion,as I think re- 
ligion requires, which never refafes fair and 
eq able deliberations ; yea, and diſlencings. 
to09,in matters onely probable.

- Butambitious minds never think they have 
laid fnares and ginnes enough to catch and 
hold the Vulgar credulity : for by ſach poli- 
ticke and ſcemingly pious ſtratagems , they 
think to keep the populacy faſt to their Par- 
ties under the ecrrour of perjury:Whereas ccr- 
tainly all honeſt and wiſe men ever thought 
themſclves ſufficiencly bound by former tics 
of Religion, Allegience, and lawes, to God 
and man. 

Nor can ſuch after- Contracts, deviſed and 
impoſed by a few men in a declared Party, 
without My conſent, and without any like 
power or preſident from Gods or mans laws, 
be ever thought by judicious men ſufficient ei- 
ther roabſolve or fhcken thoſe morall and e- 
teraall bonds of dury which lie upon all My 
Subxcs conſcicences both to God and Me. 

Yet as things now ſtand, good men {hill 
leaſt offend God or Mee. by keeping their: 
Covenant i honeſt and lawfull waies ; fance I 
have the charity to think, that the chief end of 
the Covenant in ſuch mens intentions, Was,to 
preſerve Religion in purity, and the King- 
doms in pcace : To other thenſuch ends and 
meanes they cannot think themſelves-.enga- 
ged;nor will thoſe,that have any true touches. 
of Conſcience endeavour to carry.on the belt 
deſignes, .( muchlefle ſach as are, aud will be 
daily more apparently faRtious and IS 
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by any unjawfull meanes, under that title of 
the Covenant : unleſie they dare preferre am- 
bjgnous, dangerous and un-authorized novel- 
| Ties, before their knowne and ſworne duties, 

by 31 areindiſpenſable, both to God and My 
{elfe. 

I am prone to believe and hope, That many 
-who took the Covenant, are yet firme to this 
judgement, T hat fuch later Vowes, Oaks, or 
Leagues, can never blot ont thoſe former gra- 
vings, and charaters, which by juſt and law- 
full Oaths were made upon their Soules. 

That which makes ſuch Confederations dy 
way of ſolemn Leagues and Covenants more 
to be oy pers Thar they are the commot 
road,ufed inall fatious and powerfull pertur- 
bations of State or Charch:When formalities 
of extraord I and piety arenever more 
ſtudied and elaborate, then, when Politicians 
mol agitate deſperate defignes againſt all that- 
is ſetled, or facred in Religion,and Laws, which 
by fſach ſcrues are cunninly , yet forcibly 
wreſted by ſecret fteps, andlefle ſenſible de- 
grees,from their known rule and wonted pra- 
Riſe, to comply with the humours of thoſe 
men, who ayme to ſuddue all tro their owne 
will and power, under the diſguiſes of Holy 
Combinations: |

Canſciences no longer , then force attends 
| and. 
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and twiſts them : for every man ſo0!2 grows 
his own Pope,and ezlily abſolves himlclf of 
thoſe ties, which, not the commands of 
Gods Word, or the Laws of the Land, but 
onely the ſubtilty and terrour of a Party 
caſts.upon him ; either ſiperfluous and vain 
when they were ſufficiently tied before ; or 
fraudulent and injurious, if by ſuch after. 
ligaments they, finde the Impoſers really 
ayming to diffolve, or ſuſpend their former 
jut and neceſſary obligations. 

Indeed ſuch illegall ways ſeldom or never 
intend the engaging men more to duties, but

It is enough if chey get but the reputation 
of a ſceming encreaſe co their Partyzſo little 
do men remember that God is.not mockede 

ln ſuch latitadgs of ſenſe, ],beleeve _ 
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that love Me, & the Church wel!,may have 
taken the Covenant, who yet are not ſo 
fondly & ſuperſtitiouſly taken by it, as now 
to att cleerly againſt borh all piety and loy- 
alry:who firſt yeelded to it,more to prevent 
thar iminent violence & ruine, which hang 
over their heads in cafe they wholly refuſed 
it,thea for any value of it,or d:votion to it, 

Wherein, the laticnde of ſome generall 
Clauſes may (perhaps) ſerve ſomewhat to 
relieve them,as of Doing and endeavouring what 
lawfall; they may, in thetr Places and Callings, 
and according to the Word of God : for theſe{(in* 
deed) carry no man beyond thoſe bounds 
of good Conſcience,which are certain fixed 
either in Gods Laws,as to the Generall ; or 
the Laws of the State and Kingdom, as to 
the particular regulation and exerciſe of 
mens duties. | 

I would to God ſich as glory moſt in the 
name of Covenanters,would keep themſelves 
within thoſe lawfull bounds,to which God 
hath called them:ſurely it were the beſt way 
to ex-2late the raſhnefſe of taking it 3 which 
muſt needs then appear, when heſtdes the 
want of a fall and Jawfoll Aurhoriry at firſt 
to enjoyn it, it ſhall actually be carried on 
beyond & againſt thoſe ends which were in 
It ſpecified & pretended. I willingly forgive 


ſuch mens taking the Covenant, ' who keep

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it within ſuch bounds of Piety,Law,and Loy- 
alty, as can never hurc cither the Church , My 
ſelf,or the Publique Peace + Againſt which,no 
mans lawfuall Calling can engage him. = 

As for that Reformation of the Church, 
which the Covenant pretends, I cannot think 
it juſt or comely, that by the partiall adviſe of 
2 few Divines, (of fo foft and fervile tempers, 
as diſpoſed them to ſo fuddenatting and com- 
pliance, contrary to their former judgements, 


profeſfion , and practiſe) ſuch foule ſcandals 
and ſuſpitiens ſhould be caſt upon the Do- 
' cine and Government of the Church of 
* Englend,as was never done(that I have heard) 
by any that deſerved the name of Reformed 


Churches abroad , nor by any men of learning 


 andcandour at home : all whoſe judgements 


I cannot but prefer before any mens now fa- 


Cionſly engaged. 


No man can be more for ward then Myſelf 


to carry on all due Reformations , with ma- 


ture jadgement, and a good Conſcience , in 
what things I fhall (after imparrtiall adviſe) 
be, by Gods Word, and right reaſon convin- 
ecd to be amiſle, I have offered more thenever 
the fulleſt , freeſt, and wileſt Parliaments did 


deſire, 


Bat the ſequel of fome mens ations makes. 


« evident, that the niaine Reformation inten- 


ded, is the abaling of Epiſcopacy -into Preſ- 


bytery, 
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bytery, and the robbing the Church of irs 
Lands and Revenues : For, no man have been 
moreinzuriouſly uſed , as to their legall Rights 
then the Biſhops , and Church-inen. Theſe, 
as the farteſt Deare , muſt be deſtroyed ; the 
other Raſcal-herd of Schiſmes, Hereſies, &c, 
being leane, may enjoy che benefit of a Tole- 
ration : Thus Nabeth's Vine-yard made him 
the onely Blaſphemer of his Citie, and fic ro 
die. Still I fee, while the breath of Religion 
fills the Sailes , Profit is che Compaſle , by 
whici: Fatious men ſteer their courſe inall ſe- 
ditious Commorions. 

I thank God, as no men lay more open to 
the facrilegious temptation of uſurping the 
Churches Lands, andRevenues, ( which ifſu- 
ing chiefly from the Crowne , are held of it, 
and legally can revert onely to the Crowne 
with My Conſent) 41o I have alwayes had ſuch 
a perte&t abhorrence Of it in My Soule, that I 
never found the leaft inclination to ſtch aeri- 
legious Reformings ; yer no man (hath a grea- 
ter deſire to have Bulhops and all Church-men 
ſo reformed , that they may beſt deſerve and 
uſe, not onely what th: pious munificence of 
My Predcceflours hath given to God and the 
Church, but all other additions of Chriſtjan 
bounty.

whoſe occaſions and remedies are in our 
own power 3 it betng every mans fin not to 
avoid the one,and not to uſe the other. 

There are ways enough to repair the brea- 
ches of the'State without the ruines of the 
Chnrch;as 1 would be a Reſtorer of the one, 
ſo 1 would not be an Oppreffor of the other 
under the pretence of 'publike Debts : The 
occaſions contracting them were bad e- 
nough , but ſuch a diſcharging of them

ſee,thatby thedividea Intereſt of their and

licious perſons need/goed inventions z that

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their calumnies may fit every mans fancy; 
and what their reproaches want of trach; 
they may make up with number and ſhew. 
My patience(TI thank God wit berter ſerve 
Meto bear,and My charity to forgive,then 
Ay-leitfure to anſwer the many falle Aſper= 
fions which ſome men have caſt upon Me. 

Did I not more confider My SubjeQs Sa- 
tisfaction, then My own Vindication ; 1 
ſhould never have given the malice of ſome 
men that pleaſure, as toſee Me take notice 
of,or remember what they ſay. or obje&. 

E would leavethe Authors to be puniſhed 
by their own evil manners,and ſeared con» 
ſciences, which will, I believe, in a ſhorter 
timethenthey be aware of , both confute 
and revenge all thoſe black and falſe Scan- 
dals,which they havecaſton Me;And make 
the world ſee,there ls as litcletruth in them 
as there was little worth in the broaching 
of them,or civility, (Ineed not ſay loyalty) 
in the not-ſupprefling of them;whoſe credit 
and reputation, even with the people, thall 
cre long be quite blaſted by the breath of 
chat ſame fornace of popular obloquy, and 
detraQion,which they have ſtudied toheat -

'paſſionate times, have oft confirmed ; In 
which Iſhall ever, by Gods help, perſevere,

The trach is, ſome men thirk atcer Novels 
ties, others deſpair to relieve the neceſſities 
of their fortunes,or ſatisfie their Ambition, 
in peaccable times,(aiſtrulting Gods provi- 
dence, as well as their own merits) were the 
ſecret (but principal) impulives to theſe 
popular Commotions, by which Subjefts 
have been. perfwaded. to expend mach of 
thoſe plentiful eftates they gor,and enjoyed 
under My government,in peaczable times;

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more glorious thanthoſe whom God hath 
ſufferd to bettried inthe fornace of affliti» 
ona,by their injurious Subjefts. 

And who knowes but thejuſt and merci- 
fill God will do Me good, for ſome mens 
bard falſe, and evill-ſpreches againſtMez 
wherein they fpeak rather what they wiſh, 
thanwhat they believe, or know.

God and Me: By no way ever vindicating 
the Majeſty of their King againft any of 
thoſe,who conrary to the precept of God,.

Tisnopews to have al Innovations uſhe- 

: redin with the name of Reformations 

in Church and State,by thoſe, who ſeeking 

to gain reputation with the yulgarfor their 

extraordinary parts,and piety, mult needs 

undo whatever was formerly ſetlcd never 
fowel! and 'witely. 

So hardly can the prideof thoſe that ftu- 
dic Novelties, allow former times any fhare 
or dco2ree of wiſdom or godlineſle. 

And becauſe marter of prayer & devotion 
to Cad jultly bears a great part in religion, 
(being the Souls more iminediate converfe 
with the divine Majelty) nothing could be 
more plauſible to the people than to tel! 
them, They ſerved God amiſle in that point. 

Hence our publique Licurgy,or Forms of 
conſtanc Prayers mult be (not amended, in 
what upon free and publique advice might 
feem to ſober men inconvenient for matter 
or manner,to which Iſhould eaſily conſent, 
but) wholly caſhiered, and aboliſhed, and 
after many popular contemprs offered to 
the Book, and thoſe that uled it according 
to their Conſciences.and the Laws in force, 
it mult be crucified by an Ordinance, the 
better to pleaſe either theſe men, who glo- 
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ried in their extemporary vein and fluency: 
or others , who conſcious to their own fore 
mality in theuſe of ic, thought they fully 
expiated their tin of not ufing* it aright, by 
Jaying all the blame pon it, and a'totall 
reje&ion of it as a dead ſetter; therbytito ex< 
cuſe the deadnefle of their hearts. 
 Asfor the matter cont2ined inthe Book, 
ſober and learned men have tuthciemly vin- 
dicated it againſt the cavils and exceptions 
of thoſe, who thought it a parc of piety to 
make what profane objections they could 
againit it; eſpecially for Popery and Super- 
ſition 3 whereas no doubt the Liturgy was 
exally conformed to the dotrine of the 
Church of England; and this by all Reforms 
ed Churches is confelled tobe moſt ſound 
and Orthodox. | 

For the manner of ufing Set & preſcribed 
Forms,there is no doubr but that wholſom 
words being known and fitted to mens uns 
derſtandings,are ſooneſt received into their 
hearts, and apteſt toexcite and carry along 
with them Judicious and fervent affeRions: 

Nor do I ſee any reaſon why Chriftians 
tbould be weary of a well- compoſed Litur=- 
gy (asThold this to be) more ba of all os 
ther things, wherein the Conſtancy abares 
nothing of the excellency and ufefulnefle. 

I could never ſee any reaſon,why anyChri« 
ſtian- 
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tian ſhould abhorre,or be forbidden toufe 
theſame Forms of prayer,lince he praies to 
the ſame God,believes in the ſame Saviour, 
profelleth the tame truths, reads the ſame 
Scriptures, hath the fame duties upon him, 
and feels th: ſame daily wants for the moſt 
part,both inward and outward, which are 
common to the whole Church. 

Sure we may as well before hand know 
what we pray, as to whom we pray; and in 
what words,as to what ſenſ:; when we de- 
fire the ſame things, what hirdzrs we may 
notuſe the ſame words? our appetite and 
diſgettion too may be good when we uſe, as 
we pray for, er daily bread. 

Some men, I heare are to impatient notto 
aſc in all cheirdevotions their own inyen- 
tion,and gifts,that they nor only diſpiſe(as 
too many Ybut wholly caſt away and con- 
temn the Lords Prayer;whole great guilc is, 
that ic is the warrant and originall pattern 
of all ſer Liturgies,in the Chriſtian Church. 

Tever thought that the proud oſtentation 
of mens abilities for invention,and the vain 
affeQations of variety for expreſſions inpub- 
liqueprayer,or any ſacred adminiſtrations 
merits a greater brand of fin, than char 
which they call coldnes and barrennes:nor 
aremen in thoſe novel jes lefle ſubje&t to 
formall and'ſuperticiall cempers(as to their 
TS by hearts) 
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hearts) than in the uſe of conſtant formss 
where not the words, but mens hearts are 
too blame. I make no doubt but a man may 
be very formal in rhe molt extempory vari- 
ety ; ard very fervently devout inthe moſt 
wonted expreſſions: Nor is God morea God 
of variety, than of conſtancy: Nor are cons 
itant formes of Prayers more likely to flat, 
and hinder the Spirit ot prayer,and devoti- 
on,than un-premcditated and confuſed ya- 
riety to diſtraRt, and loſe ic. 

Though Iam nor againſt a grave, modeſt, 
diſcrer.& humble ufe of Minitters gifts,even 
in publique,the better to fit, & excite their 
2wn,& the Peoples affections to the preſent 
occalions;yet I know no neceſlicy why .pri- 
vate & lingle abilities ſhould quite juſtle ouc- 
and deprive the Church of the joynt abili- 
Lies Ez concurrent gifts of many learned and 
godly men; ſnich as the Compoſers ofthe 
Service- Book were ; vw ho may in all reaſon 
be thought to have more of gitis & graces 
enabling them to compoſe wich ſerious de-_ 
liberation & concurrent adviceluch Forms 
of prayers, as may beſt fitche Charches 
common wants, inform the Hzarers under- 
{tanding, & ltirre:.p that fiduciary and fer - 
vert application o: thei: fpirits (whercin _ 
czniitts the very life & ſonl of praver, and 
thatſo 5 pch pretended Spicir of prayer 
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than any private man by hisſolicary abili- 
ties can be preſumed to have ; which, what 
they are manytimes(ever. there,where they 
make a great noiſe and ſhew ) the affetati- 
ons,cmptines, impertinency, rudenes, con- 
fuſions,flatnes, levicy, obſcurity, vain, and 
rediculous repetitions;the ſenſl:{ſe,and oft- 
times blaſphemous expreflions ; all theſe 
burthened with a moſt cedious and intole- 
rablelength,do ſufticiently convince al men 
but thoſe who gloryin that phariſaickway. 
Waerin men muſt be firangely impudent, 
& flatterers of themſelves, not to havean 
infinice ſbame of what they ſo do and ſay,in 
things of ſo ſacred a-nature,before God and 
the Charch,after ſo rediculous,and indeed, 
prophan2a manner. 
E Nor can it be expeCted, but that in duties 
of frequent performance, as Sacramentall 
h 2dminiitretions,and the like, which are (tiH 
i the ſame; Miniiters malt cither come to uſe 
4 their own forms conltantly, which zre not 
like to be ſo found,or comprehenſive of the 
natureof the duty,as forms of publickcom- 
poſure; orelfe they muſt every tine affe& 
new expreſions when the tubje& is the 
ſame;which can hardly be preſumed in any 
mans greatelt ſufhciencies not to want(ma- 
ny times) much of that compleatnes,o: der, 
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by this meanes are expoſed at every cele- 
bcation to every Miniſters private infirmi- 
ties,indiſpolitions, errors,diforders, & de= 
fe&s,both forjudgement and expreſſion. 

A ſerious ſenſe of which inconvenience in 
the Church unavoidably following every 
mans ſeverall manner of officiating, no 
doubt;firſt occaſioned the wiſdom and pie- 
ty of the ancient Churches,to remedy thoſe 
miſchiets by theuſe of conſtant Liturgies 
of publick compoſure. 

The want of which I believe this Chnrch 
will ſufficiently feel, when the unhappy 
fruits of many mens ungoverned ignorance 
and confident deftes.ihall be diſcovered in 
more errors, {chiſmes.diſerders, & unchari- 
table diſtractions in Religion,which are al- 
ready but too :nanygthe more is the pity. 

However, if violence mult needs bring in, 
and abett thoſe innovations, {thas men 
m2:y notſeemtio havenothing to do)which 
Law, Reaſon, and Religion forbids, r leaſt 
co be {oobtruded,as wholly to Julile out the 
pubrck Licurgie. | 

* Yet nothing canexcuſe that moſt unjult 
and partiall ſeverity of thote men, who ei- 
ther latcly had tuufcribed rouſ:d & main» 
tained ttiz Seryice-book;or refuted touſeit, 
c:12d vat of the rigour of Lins & Bifhups, 
which ſuffered them not to uſe the liberty 
OT 
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of their Conſcience, in not uſing it. 
That thele men (11ay) fhonld fo fſuddenly 
change the Lyturgy into « Dire&ory, as it 
the Spirit needed help tor invention,though 
not forexpreſſions;or as if matterpreſcribec 
did not as much liint & obſitrutt the Spirit, 
as if it were cloathed in,and confined ro, fir 
words: (Soflight and calle is thai Legerdes» 
main which wil ſe:vetodeludethe vulgar) 
That further,they ſhould uſe ſuch fevericy 
as not to ſuffer without penalty,, any touſe 
the Common-prayer-book publickly, al- 
though their conſciences bind them to it,as 
a duty of piety to God,and obedienceto the 
Laws. Thus Tee, no men are prone to be 
oreater Tyrants, & more rigorous exaters 
pon others to conform to their i}legal no- 
velties,then ſich,whoſe pride was forn:erly 
Jea'i diſpoſed to rhe obedience of lawfall 
Conititutions; X% whole licentiovus khumouy:s 
molt pre:eaded Conſcientious libercies, 
which freedom,with much regre: they now 
a'lo v to Me,and My Chapliins,when they 
may have leavetoſerveMe,whote abilities, 
even in their cxtemporary way comes not 
ſhorcof the others, but their modeſty and 
learning farexceeds the moſt of chem. 
Bur this matter isof ſo popular a nature,as 
ſome men knew it would not bear learned 


& ſober deb: tes,lefi be'ng convinced by the 
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denceot Reaſon,as wellas Lawes,they ſhould 
have becne driven either to {in mote againtt 
their knowledge, by taking away the Liturgy ; 
or to diſpleaſe ſome faRion of the people by 
continuing the uſe of it, 

Though 1 believe they have offended more 
conliderable men, not onely for their numbers 
and eſtates, but for their weighty and judici- 
ous piety , then thoſe are, whoſe weakneſle or 
giddinefle they ſought co gratifie by raking it 
Aways. 

One of the greateſt faults ſome. men found 
with the Common- Prayer- Buoke , I believe 
was this , That ir tanght them to pray ſo ofc 
for Mc ; to which Pcticions they had not Loy- 
alty enough to fay Ames , noryer Charity 
enough to:forbeare Reproaches', and -even 
Curlings of Me in their owne Formes, inſtead 
of praying for Mc. 

i wiſh their Repentance may be their only 
puniſhment ;  thar ſeeing the miſchiefs which 
the diſuſe of publique Liturgies hath already 
produced,they may reſtore thar credigguſe, and 
reverence to them, which by the ancjede Chur= 
ches were given to Set Formes of ſotind and 
wholeſome words.

firſtintentions toreform what the Indulgence 
-of Tynes, and cormption of manners mighe 
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freedom of Parliament was by faftious Ta- 
mules oppreſſed, how little regard was had 
to the good Laws eſtabliſhed, and the Reli- 
* ;gi>nfetled ; which ought to be the firſt rule 
and ſtandard of retorming:with how much 
partialicy and popular compliance,the paſli- 
ons and opinions of men have been gratifi- 
ed,to the detriment of the Pablick, and the 
infinite ſcandall of the reformed Religion ? 

What diflolutions of all Order, and Go- 
vernment, in the Church ? what novelties

All theſe and the like are the eff-&s of 
POpular,ſpecious, and deceitfui] Reformatis 
ons, (that they might not ſem ro have no - 
thing to dv) and may give ſome ſhort flaſh- 
es of content to the vulgar, {who are taken 
with novelties,as childrer; with babies,very 
much, but not very long) bur all this a» 
mounts not to, nor can in juſtice merit the 
glory of the Churches thorow Reformati- 
on;lince they leave all things more deform 
ed, diforderly,and diſcontented, then when 
they began, in point of Piety, Morality, 
Charity, and good Order. 

Nor can they eafily recompence or remes 
dy the inconveniences and miſchiefs, which 
they have purchaſed ſo dearly, and which 
have, and will ever neceffarily «nſue, till 
due remedics be applied. 

I wiſh they would at laſt, make it their 
Unanimous work, to do Gods work, and 
not their own : Had Religion been. firſt 
conlidered ( as it: mericed ) much trouble 
might have been prevented.

:etie and prayers, I hoped to be either better 
enabled to fultiine the want of all other en- 
zoyments, or better fitted for the recovery and 
uſe of them in Gods good rime : ſo reaping by 
their pious help a ſpiriuall harvelt of grace 
amidſt rhe thornes , and ufter the plowingsvf 
temporall croſles. 

Thc truth is, I never needed or deſired more 
the ſervice an i aſſiitance of men judiciouſly 
prous, and ſoberly devour. 

- Fhe ſolitude they have confined me unto, 
addes the wildernefſe to my temptations : For 
the company they obtru:!e npon me , is more 
fad than any folitude can be, 

If I had asked my Revenues , my Power of 
the Militia , or any one of my Kingdomes, it 
had becae no wondcr to have vcene deried in, 
JE | thoſe 
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thoſe things, where the evill policy of men for- 
bids all jult reititurion , leſt they ſhould con» 
fefle an injurious uſurpation : But to deny me 
the Gholtly comtort of my Chaplains ſeems a 
greater rigour and barbarity, then is ever uſed 
by Chriſtians to the meaneſt Priſoners, and 
orcateſt malefaors ; whom though the Ju- 
{tice of the Law deprive of worldly comforts, 
yet the mercy of Religion allowes them the 
benefit of their Clergy, as not aiming at once 
to deſtroy their Bodies , and to damne their 
Soules. 

Burt my Agony mult not be relieved with 
the preſence ot any one g-10d Angell ; for ſach 
] account a Learned, Godly, and difcreert: 
Divine : and fach I would have all mine to 
Fee. 

They that envy my being a King, are lothT. 
ſhould be a Chriſtian, while they ſeeke to dee 
prive me of all things elſe , They are afraid I 
{honld fave my Soule, | 

Other ſenſe , Charity it flfe can hardly pick 
out of thoſe many harſh repulſes I received, as 
ro that Requtſt fo often inade for the atten- 
daiice of ſome of my Chaplains, : 

] have ſometime rhought rhe unchriſtian- 
nfl of thoſe denials mi-hrt ariſe:from a dif- 
pleuiure {>me men had to ſce me preferre my 
owne Divines before their Miniſters ; whom, 
though I reipet for that worth and pietic 
5 which 


— 
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which may bee in them , yet I cannot thinke 
them ſo. proper for any preſent comforters or 
Phyſitians ; who have {ſome of them at leaſt } 
had-fo. great an influence in occaſioning theſe 
calamities , and inflifting theſe wounds upon: 
Me. 

Nor are the ſobereft of them fo apt for that 
devotionail compliance and junEture of hearts, 
which 1 deſire to beare in thoſe holy Oitices,to 
be performed with me, and for me : fince their 
jadgements ſtanding at a diſtance from me, or 
in jealonſie of me, or in opoſition againſt me; 
their ipirits cannot fo harmonioufly accord 
with mine, or mine with cherrs, either in Pray- 
er or other holy dutics , as is ;2ect,, and moſt 
comfortable ; whoſe golden Rule , and bond 
of perfetion confilts in taat of mutuall Love 
and Charity. 

Some remedies are worſe then the diſeaſe, 
and ſome comforters more miſerable rhen mi- 
ſery it telfe when like 7-55 riend , they ſecke 
not to fortitte ores minde with patience . bat 
perſwade a- man by betraying his own Inno- 
cency,to diſpaire oi Gods mercy ; and by julti- 
fying their injuries, to ſtrengthen the hands, 
and harden the hcarts of infolent Enc- 
mies. | 

Iam ſo much a friend to all Church-men,, 
that have any thing in them »veleeming that 
ſacred function, that I have hazarded my 

On 
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own Intereſts, chiefly upon Conſcience and 
Conſtancy to maintain their Rights ; whom 
the more I looked upon as Orphans, and un- 
der the factilegious eyes of many crnell and 
rapicious Reformers ; fo I thought it my duty 
the more to-appear as a Father, and a Parton 
for them and the Church. Although 1 am 
very unhandſomly requited by ſome of them ; 
who may-live to repent no leſſe for my ſuf- 
ferings,, than their own ungratefull errours, 
and that injurious contempt and meannefle , 
which they have brought upon their Calling 
and Perſons. 

] pity alt of them, I deſpiſe none : onetyl 
though 1 might have leave to make choice of 
ſome for My ſpeciall Attendants, who- were 
beit approved' in My Judgement, and moſt 
furablc ro My-aftetion. For, I held it better 
to ſeem undevout, and ro-hear no: mens pray= 
ers, than to be forced, or feem. te comply, with 
thok petitions, to which the heart-cannor cons» 
ſent , nor the tongue ſay Amen , without Conn 
tradicting a mans own undeiſtanding , or be» 
lying his own foul. 

In Devotions, I love neither profane bold- 
neſſe, nor pious non-lente ; but ſuch an humble 
and judicious gravity as ſhews the Speaker ro 
be at once confiderate both of Gods Majeſty, 
the Churches honour , and his own Viles 
nefle ; both knowing what things God allows 

him 
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hint to aske, and in what manner it becomes a 
Sinner to ſupplicate the divine Mercy for him- 
felf, and others. 

] am equally ſcandalized with all prayers, 
that ſound either impertiouſly, or rudely , and: 
paſſionately ; as-either wanting humility to 
rea , or charity to men, or reſpe& to the 

ury, 

I confefle T am better pleaſed, as with ſtn- 
died and premeditated Sermons , ſo with ſuch 
pudlique Forms of Prayer, as are fitted to the 
Churches and every Chriſtians daily and com- 
mon neceſſities ; becauſe | am by them berter 
aſlured, what I may joyne My heart unto,than 
T can be of any mans extemporary ſuthciency; 
which as I d> not wholly exclude from pub- 
lique occaſions, fo T allow its jult liberty and 
aſe in private and devout retirements ; where 
neither the folemnity of the duty, nor the mo- 
delt regard to others , do require ſo great cx- 
aAneſle as to the ontward manner of perfor- 
mance. Though tie light of unde: ſtinding, 
and the fervency of aftection, I hold the main 
and moſt necetlary requitites both in conſtant, 
and occaſional, ſolicary , ard ſociall Devott- 
ons. | 

| $9 that I mult needs ſeem to atl equall minds. 
with as much Reaſon to preter the ſervice of 
My owne Chaplains before that of their Mini- 
ſcrs,as I do the Liturgy before their —_— 
PINE a 
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In the one,lI have been alwaies educated and 
exer.ifed ; In the other , I am not yet Cate-= 
chize! , nor acquainted : AndifI were, yet 
(<-uld I not by that,as by any certain rule and 
Canon of devotion , be able to follow or find 
out the indiret extravagancies of molt of 
thoſe men , who highly cry up that as a piece 
of rare compoſure and uſe ; which is already 
as much deſpiſed and diſuſedby many of them, 
as the Common-Prayer ſometimes was by 
thoſe men ; a great part of whoſe piety hung 
upon that popular pin of railing againſt, and 
contemning the Government , and Liturgy of 
this Church. But , IT had rather be condemned 
to the wo of Ve /o/z, then to that of Ya vobee 
Hypocritts , by ſeeming to pray what I doe not 
approve. | 

It may bee, T am eſteemel by my Dzvyers 
ſufficient of my ſelfe to diſcharge my dutie to 
G 0D asaPrieſt, though not to Men asa 
Prince. 

Indeed, I think both Offices, Regall and Sa- 
cerdotall , might well become the ſame Per- 
{on;as anctently they were u.1der one name ,8& 
the united rights of primogeniture : Nor could 
I follow better preſidents, if I were able, than 
thoſe two eminent Kings, David, and Sols- 
20n ; not more famous tor their Scepters and: 
Crowns, than one was for devout Pfalmes 
and Prayers ;- the other for his divine —_— 
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- and Preaching : whence the one merited and 
aſſumed the name of a Prophet. the other of 
a Preacher. Titles indeed of greater honour, 
where rightly placed , than any of thoſe the 
Roman Emperours aff-&ed from the Nations 
they ſabdued : ir being infinitely more glort- 
ous to convert Souls to Gods Church by the 
Word, than to conquer men to a ſabjeion 
by the Sward. 

Yet fince the order of Gods wiſedome and 
providence hath, for the moſt part, alwayes 
diſtinguiſhed the gifts and offices of Kings , of 
Priefts of Princes and Preachers : both in. the 
Jewiſh and Chriſtian Churches : Iam ſorry 
to: find My felf reduced to: the necellity of 
being bock, or imjoying neither. | 

For ſuch as ſcek to deprive Me of Kingly 
Power and Soveraignty' ; would no. fefle en- 
force Me to hve many, months. without alf 
Prayers, Sacraments, and Scrmons., unleſle I 
become My own Chaplain. 

As. b ow. the Clergy the proteftion of 2 
Chriſtian K 1NnG , fo I defire to enjoy from. 
them. the benefite of their gitts:and prayers; 
which F look upon as more prevalent than ' 
My ewn.or other mens. ; by how much they 
flow-from minds.more enlightne@, and affe- 
ions: tefſe: diſtracted, than thoſe which are 
encomoree& with ſecular affairs : beſides, I 
think a greater bleſſing aad acceptableneſſe _ 
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tends thoſe dutics which-are rightly performd, 


as proper to, and with:n the limirs of that ca 
ling, to which God and the Church have eſpe- 
cially deſigned and conſecrated fome men : 


And, however. as to the Spirituall Govern. 


ment, by which the devout Soule is ſubje to 
Chrilt,and chrongh his merits daily cfters it ſelf 
and its ſervices to Go Dd ,every private believer 
154 King and Pricſt, invelied with the honour 
of a Royall Prieltthood . yet as to ccclefialti. 
cal order,& the outward polity of the Church, 
I think confuſion in Religion will as certainly 
follow every mans turning Prieſt or Preacher, 
a5 -it will in the State, where every one affects 
to rule az King. | 

I was alwaies bred to more modeſt, and I 
think more pious Principles : the conſctouſnes 


to My ſpirituall defets makes Me more prize 


and deſire thoſe pious aſfiſtances , which holy 
and good Miniſters, either Biſhops or Presby= 
ters, may afford Me ; eſpecially in theſe exrre- 
mites, to which God hath been pleaſed to fuf- 
fer ſome of My Subjedts to reduce Me: ſo as to

Theſe are but the firuglings of thoſe twms 
which lately one womb encloſed, the younger 
Arivingto-prevaile againſt the elder ; what the 
Presbyterians have hunted after, the Indepen= 
gcnts now feek to.catch for themſelves, * 

So impoſſible is it for lines to.be drawn from 
the center, and not to divide from each other, 
fo much the wider, by how much they goe far- 
ter from rhe point of union. 

That the Builders of Babe! ſhould from di- 
viſion fall ro confuſion, is no wonder; but for 
thoſe that pretend to build 7er«ſalem, to di- 
vide their tongnes and hands,is bnt an ill ewze-, 
and ſounds too like the fury of thoſe Zealote, 
whoſe inteltine bitternefſe and diviſtons were 
the greateſt occaſion of the laſt fatall deſtrufti- 
on of that City, ' | 

Well may I change my Keepers and Priſfan, 
but not my captive condition only with this 
hope of bettering, that thoſe who arc ſo much 
profeſſed Patrons for the Peoples Liberties, 
cannot be utrerly againſt the Liberty of thetr 
KiNG ; what they' demand for their owne 
Conſciences, they cannot in Reaſon deny ts 
F11ne, 

In this they ſeems mere ingenuous, . than the 

( Pret- 
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-- Presbyterian rigour, who ſometimes Tom- 
plaining of exacting their conformity to laws, 
are become the greateſt exafors of other mens 
ſubmiſſion to their novell in junctions, before 
they are ſtamped with-the Authority.of Laws, 
which they cannot vell have without my cone 
ſent. | 

'Tis a great argument that the Independents 
think themſelves manumitted from their R1- 
vals ſervice, in that they carry on a bulineſle 
of ſuch conſequerce , as the aſſuming My Per- 
fon into the Armics cultody, without any 
Commiſſion , bur that of their own will and 
power. Such as will tha; adventure on a 
King, muſt not be thought over-modeſt, or ti- 
merous to carry on any deiigne they have a 
mind to, 

Their next motion menaces, and {cares both 
the ewo Honlſcs and the City; which ſoon afcer 
ating over avain that former part of tumu!. 
tuxry motions , (never queſtioned , punithed, 
or repented )) mult now ſuffer for both ; and 
fee their former finne in the glafle of the pre= 
fent terrours and diſtractions. 

No man 1s ſo blind as not to ſee therein , the 
hand of divine Jultice ; they that by Tumults 
firſt occaſioned the raifing of Armies, muit 
now be chaltened by their own Army for new 
Tumntte, 

SO hardly can men be content.with ons fin ; 

| Ls {ut 
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| but. adde finne to ſin, till the latter punith-the 


former;\uch as were content to ſce me and ma- 
ny. Members of both Houſes driven away by 
the firſt unſuppreſſed Tumults, are now for- 
ed to fly toan Army, or defend themſelves 
again{t them, 

But who can unfold the riddle of ſome mens 
jaltice ? the Members of both Houſes who at 
jiclt withdrew, (as my ſelf was forced to do) 
trom the radenefle of che Tumults, vere coun=- 
ted Deſertours, and onred of their Places in 
i arliament, 

Such as ſtiycd then, and: enjoy the bene- 
fit of the Tumuirs, were afferted for the onely 
Parhament-men ; now the Fliers ftom, and 
Foriakers of ther places, carry the Parhamen- 
tary power 4long with them , complain highly 
againit the Tumults, and vincicate them- 
felves by an Army : ſuch as remained and 
kept their itations, are loked upon as Abet- 
tours of Tumultuary infolencies, and Berray- 
ers of the Freedome and Honour of Parli- 
amnoit. 

Thus is Power above all Rule, Order, and 
Law ; where men look more to preicat Al- 
vantages than tnetr Conlſciences, and the un- 
eha-igeable rules of Juitice ; while they are 
J idges of others, they are forced to condemn 
chcmiclves, 

Now the plea againit Tumulcs holds good,

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the Anthours and Abbettors of them are guik> 
ty of prodigious infolencies ; when as before, 1 
they were counted as Friends aod neceflary 
Aſliltants, 

1 iee Vengeance purſues and overtakes (as 
the mice and rats are ſaid to have done a Bt- 
ſhop in Germany ) them that thoughtto have 
eſcaped and fortified themſelves moſt impreg- 
nably againſt ir, both by their multitude and 
compliance. 

Whom the Lawes cannot, God will puniſh, 
by their own crimes and hands. 

I cannot bur obſerve this divine Jultice, yet 
with ſorrow and pity ; for, 1 alwaics withed 
ſo well to Parliament and City, that I was fo- 
ry to ſee them do, or fufter any thing unwor- 
thy ſuch great and conſiderable bodics in this 
Kingdome. 

I was glad to fee them only ſcared and hum- 
bled, not broken by that ſhaking - I never had 
{o 1} a thon2ht of thoſe Cittes as to defpaire of

I pray God the ſtorme be'yvet who!i; paſſed 
over them ; upon. whom I look, zss Chrift did

!! fo that men ſhall not be able at leſt ro prevenc

the comforts who ſecurely neglect the coun-

Nor 1s 1t poiltble to gain a fair period for

To which Centre of true Happinefle God, I 
truſt; hath and will graciouſly direct all theſe 
black lines of Aﬀflition, which he hath beene 
pleaſed ro draw on me, and by which hee hath 
(I hope drawn me necrer to himſelfe, You 
have aiready - taſted of that Cup whereof 1 
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have liberally dranke , which I looke upon as 
Gods Phyſick , having that in healthfullnefſe

Above all, I would have you (as I hope you

For I have obſerved , that the Devil of Re« 
bellion, doth commonly turne himſeif into an 
Angel of Reformation ; and the old Serpent 
can pretend new Lights; ; when ſome-mens 
Conſciences accuſe them for Sedition and Fas 
Ction, they ſtop its mouth with the name and 


noiſe of Religion. when Piety pleads for peace 


and parience,they cry out Zak. 11; 
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So that , ninleffe in this point You bee well 
ſetled. you ſhall. never want temptations to 
deſtroy you and yours,under pretentions of re- 
forming marters of Religion ; for that ſeems, 
even to worlt men, asthe beſt and moſt auſpi- 
£tous beginning of cheir worſt deſigns. 

Where, befides the Novelty which is taken 
enough with the Vulgar, every one hath an 
atteftation,by ſeeming forward on an outward 
Reformation of Religion , to be thought zea- 
Jous ; hoping to cover thoſe irreligious defor- 
mities, whereto they are conſcious by a ſeverity 
of cenſuring other mens opinions or ations, 
Take heed of abetting any FaRions, orap- 
plying to any publick Difcriminations in mat- 
ters of Religion , contrary to what is in'yout 


Judgement, and the Church well ſetled ; your 


partiall adhering as head, to any one ſide, 
gains you-not ſo great advantages in ſome 
mens hearts:(who are prone to: be of theis 
Kings. Religion/) as ir loſeth you in others ; 
who think themſelves, and their profeſſion 
fir deſpiſed , then perſecured by you : Take 
ſuch'a courſe as may ether with calmneſſe 
and charity quite remove the feerming diffe- 
rencesand-oftences by impartualitie , or fo or- 
der affaires\in Point of Power thar you ſhall 
hot need to feare or flatter any Faftion. For if | 
ever 'youſtand in need of them , or muſt ſtand 
to their courtehie , you are vagons T_ 
K. 
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pent will devour the Dove : you may never 
expe lefle of loyalty , juſtice, or humaniry 
chan, from thoſe, who engage into religious 
Rebellion ; Their intre!t is alwaies made 
Gods ; under the colours of Piety , ambitious 
policies march, not onely with greateſt ſecu- 
rity , but applauſe, as to the populacy ; you 
may heare from them acobs voice , but yow 
ſhallfeel they have: E/azs hands. 

Nothing ſeemed lefle confiderable than the 
Presbyterian Faction in England, for many 
years ; ſo compliant they were to publick or- 
der : nor indeed was their Party great either 
in Church, or State, as to mens jadgements': 
But as ſoon as diſcontents drave men into 
Sidings (as ill humours fall to the diſaffeRed 
part , which cauſes inflamations) ſo did all; at 
firſt, who affeed:any novelties adhere to that 
Side, as the moſt remarkable and- ſpecians 
note of difference (then) in point of Religion. 

 Allthe lefler Faftions at firſt were officious: 
Servants to Presbytery their great Maſter: : 
till time and military ſuccefle diſcovering to 
each their peculiar advantages invited them to 
part takes, and leaving the joynt ſock of uni- 
form Religion, pretended each to drive for 
their Party the trade of of profits and prefer- 
ments, to the breaking & undoing not onely 
of the Church ahd State , but even of Pret- 
byterie it ſelf, which ſcemed and hoped at firſt 
to have ingroſled all, + Let 
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Let nothing ſeem little or deſpicable to yon 
in matters which concern Religion and the 
Churches peace, ſo as to negleR a ſpeedy re- 
forming and effectuall ſuppreſſing Errours 
and Schiſmes , which ſeem at firſt but as a 
handbredth, by ſeditious Spirits, as by ſtrong 
winds, are-ſvon made cover and darken the 
whole Heaven. 

When you have done juſtice to God, your 
own foul and his Church, in the profeſſion 
and preſervation both of truth and unity in 
Religion : the next main hinge on which your 
proſperity will depend, and move, is, that of 
civill Juitice, wherein the ſettled Laws of theſe 
Kinzdomes, to which you are rightly Heir, 
are the moſt excellent rules you can govern 
by : which by an admicable temperament give 
very much to Subjects indultry, liberty, and 
happineſle ; and yet reſerve enough to the Ma- 
jelty and prerogative of any King, who owns 
his People as Subjects, not as Slaves ; whoſe 
ſabjection, as it preſerves their property, peace, 
and ſafety, ſo-it will never diminith your 
Rights, nor their ingenuous Liberties ; which 
conſiſts in the 1njzoyment of the fruits of their 
indultry,. and the benetit of thoſe Laws to 
which themſelves have conlented. 

. Never charge your Head with ſuch a 
Crown, as (hail by its heavinefle oppreile the 
whole body, the weakneflc of whoſe parts can- 
not 
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not return any thing of {trength, honour, or 
fafety,to the Head , but a necellary debilita- 
tion and ruine. 

Your Prerogative is belt ſhewed and exer- 
ciſed in remitring, rather theu exaCting the ri- 
gour of the Laws ; there being nothing worſe 
than legall Tyranny. 

In theſe two points,the preſervation of eſta- 
bliſhed Religion , and Laws. I may (without 
vanity) turn the reproch of My ſufterings, as 
to the worlds cenſure , into the honour of a 
kind of Martyrdome , as to the teſtimony of 
My own Conſcience ; The Troublers of My 
Kingdomes having nothing elſe ro object a- 
s4inlt Me but this , That I preferre Religion, 
and Laws eſtabliſhed before thoſe alterations 
they propounded. 

And ſo indeed I do, and ever ſhall, till Tam 
convinced by better Arguments , than what 
hitherto have been chiefly uſed towards Me, 
Tumults, Armies, and Priſons, 

I cannot yet learn that leflon, nor T hope 
evcr will you, That it is ſafe for a King to gra- 
tifie any Faction with the perturbation of the 
Laws, in which is wrapt up the publique In- 
rereſt,ind che good of the Community. 

How God will deal with Me, as to the re- 
movall of theſe preflures, & indignities, which 
his juittce by the very unjult hands of.ſome 
ot My Subjects, hath becn plcaſed to lay upon

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Me, Icannot telt :' nor am T much ſolicitons 

what wrong I ſuffer from man , while I retain 

— = ſoul , what I believe is right before 
9d. | 

T have offcred all for Reformation and Safe- 
ty, that in Reaſon, Honour, and Conſcience 
I can ; reſerving onely what I cannot confent 
unto without an irreparable injary to My 
own $Sonl, the Church , and my People, and 
to You alſo , as the next and'undoubtred Heir 
of my Kingdomes. 

To which if the divine Providence, to whom 
no- difficulties are inſuperable, ſhall in his due 
time after my'deceaſe bring You, as I hope he 
will , my counſell and -charge to Yon, is, 
That You ſeriouſly conſider the former ; rea!l, 

.re objected miſcarriages, which mizht occa-/ 
ſion my troubles, that You may avoid them. 

" Never repoſe ſo much upon any mans ſingle 
counſel, fidelity, and diſcretion, in managing 
affairs of the firft magnitude, /rhat is; matters 
of Religioh and Jultice) as to create in Your 
ſelf, or others, a ditidence of Your owa 
judgement, which is likely'to be alwaies more.
